Certificates at Stock. 


The following decision by the Cal- 


ifornia Supreme Court establishes 
that certificates of stock, even if pur- 
chased in good faith, ore worthless 
until transferred on the book* of the 
company. This is a check upon the 
negotiation of certificates that 
oeen stolen. 


Sherwood vs. Meadow Valley Min 
ing Company. In Atkins vs. Gam 
ble (42 Cal. 99}, we held that certitl 
cates of stock in a corporation are no 
negotiable securities in a oommeroial 
sense, but are mere muniments ant 
evidences of the holder's title to t 
given share in the property of the 
franchises 
of the 
corporation o; 


which he is a member. 
We do no 


think it necessary to again go ovei 
the reasoning or engage in a review 
of the authorities by which the con- 
clusion is maintained. Mr. Parsons, 
in a note to tho sixth edition of his 
work on Contracts (vol. 1, p. 290) 
after a somewhat extended citation ol 
the authorities upon the general sub- 
ject says: "The result would seem to 
be that all corporation bonds and 
Government stocks, which pass by 
delivery or endorsement with deliv- 
ery, are negotiable, but that certifi- 
cates of stock in a corporation are 
not." The question underwent an 
exhaustive 
consideration 
by 
the 


Court of Appeals of the State of New 
York, in the year 1850, in Mechan- 
ics' Bank vs. N. Y. and N. H. B. B. 
Co. (3 Kernan, 599), and the opinion 
of the Court, delivered by Justice 
Comstock, contains a masterly ex- 
position of the principles of law and 
i citation and comparison of the 
judicial decisions applicable to tli 
question. We are of opinion that 
upon the agreed facts of the case, the 
judgment of the Court below was 
orrectly entered in favor of the de- 
fendants. Judgment affirmed.

A Year of Failure. 


The year that is drawing to a close 


has been prolific in other calamities 
besides shipwrecks, storms, floods 
and fires. Its bank, mercantile, stock 
broking and other failures, occupy a 
prominent pluco in tho list. Dun & 
Co.'s Mercantile Agency has summed 
on array of these misfortunes formid- 
able to behold. It states that the 
failures in the "United States from 
January 1 to September 30, of 187.% 
have amounted to 5,334, witb a tot.il 
liability of $131,171,000. A compar- 
ative statement show that the failures 
for a similar period in 1874 amounted 
to $116,429,000, in 1873 to $171,374,- 
000, and in 1872 to 890,594,000. Of 
the failures this year, Maryland is 
charged with eighty-five, with liabil- 
ities amounting to 89,324,366. In the 
District of Columbia during the same 
period there were sixteen failures, 
liability 8154,500; in Virginia and 
West Virginia ninety, liability, gl,- 
480,366; in New York City five hun- 
dred and forty-nine, liability 831,- 
696,250. -Two months of the year 
yet remain, in whinh, according to 
the signs of the times, a considerable 
addition may be added to the failures. 


MAIL FACILITIES WANTED.—Modoc 


county, California, says the Indepen- 
dent, is greatly in need of additional 
mail facilities, and we hope to see 
some steps taken in this direction 
during the coming Winter. In Goose 
Lake Volley there are 
hundred persons who 


at least six 
are without 


mail facilities of any kind. Mail ser- 
vice has recently been ordered on 
the route from Hot Springs, in the 
upper end of Goose Lake Valley, to 
Silver City, Idaho, but it still leaves 
the lower part of tho valley without 
communication 
in any direction. 


What the people want, is direct com- 
munication with the railroad. By 
the establishment of a mail route 
connecting at Hot Springs with the 
Silver City route, and running south 
through the entire length of Goos« 
Lake Valley, thence via. of Dorris 
Bridge, South Fork of Pit Biver, 
Madnline Plains, Horso Lako and 
Willow Creek to Susanville, where 
it would connect with a daily line to 
Beno. on the C. P. B. B., would af- 
ford unbroken communication be- 
tween Silver City and Beno, The 
growing population of this northern 
country demands that such n route 
should be established. 
There are 


thousands of people along the line of 
tho route mentioned ubovo who 
would be benefited, nnd they should 
rouse themselves tip, and let their 
wants bo known. Begin at once, and 
demand of Congress at its next meet- 
ing, that such a route be established.
